is no record of the Costa Mesa Federation of RepuDiican women. In the Resolution, 
which was enclosed, reference is made to "The Gravediggers," which was written 
by Phyllis Schlafly and Chester Ward. It has been brought to the attention of the 
Bureau in the past. It was published in 1964 and tells of the steps taken to disarm 
the United States. "The Politician" has also been brought to the attention of the 
Bureau and was reviewed in 1960. It was written by Robert Welch and attacks the 
political life and beliefs of former President Eisenhower. It is believed that the 
telephone messages referred to in the Resol ution are those prepared by the 
I I of "Let Freedom Ring, Inc.," a 

self-described educational project. These messages obtained by dialing a tele- • 
ohon e number in vari nua cities have been brought to the Bureau's attention in the 
past. I [ has been described as irresponsible and as a member of the 

Mac Arthur dun Club, considered by a confidential source as a home-guard corps 
to defend against insurrection in racial matters. This corporation has had numerous 
connections with the John Birch Society. On July 26, 1965, Assistant Attorney 
General J. Walter Yeagley, Internal Security Division, advised that there was no 
prosecutable violation under any statute administered in his Division. He advised 
that the transcript of the telephone messages in that instance were being referred 
to the Criminal Division of the Department for further consideration. There is no

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T he message is done in “soft-sell" with the voice on the 
telephone quiet, authoritative and anonymous. Another good 
touch is that it is obviously the work of an amateur in the speech 
field. The Columbus message for example is delivered by someone 
who runs onto his words too fast for a professional, mispronounces 
“literature” but doubtless appeals to the lowest common demonina- 
tor because of his sincere and earnest tone. This is very effective in 
the anti-intellectual climate of our part of the country. As is in¬ 
creasingly evident many people distrust anyone who is a good, 
sophisticated speaker relegating him to the ranks of the “eggheads”. 

The message changes frequently because the local subscriber 
agrees to use at least 40 out of 52 scripts supplied each year. Some 
of the targets have included a 1962 call for the impeachment of 
President Kennedy, accusations of treason and pro-communism with¬ 
in the Johnson administration, and continued attacks on the Civil 
Rights BilL 

The link between this device and the radical right in America 
is explicit as well as implied. The whole pitch is based on the same 
premises and indeed most of the promotion done for the project is 
by avowed members of such organizations as the John Birch Society. 

The telephone number is technically an unlisted one, so the 
actual subscriber may remain anonymous as well, and since this 
comes under telephone calls and not broadcasts the FCC has no 
jurisdiction here. 

R adio station WCAU in Philadelphia has called these calls 
“hate messages" which feed "the fires of race hatred and 
possible violence." It called upon all decent people to renounce such 
tactics. In May of this year California Federation of Republican 
Women called them "false and treacherous propaganda" and asked 
the FBI to look into the "origin, sponsorship and objectives of this 
vicious activity." 

Readers might think we are foolish to supply the phone number 
of a message we so obviously condemn. Not at all. Just listen and 
you will hear for yourself how unchristian and unAmerican this 
- -thing is. — GAF

On October 14, 1965, and Ootobor 21, 1965, 
respectively, Soproaontativa Benjamin S. Rosenthal (D - MY) 
and Senator Oale W. MoOee (D - Tyoainf) introduced H. R, 11605 
and 8. 2693, identical bills, which would amend the Com¬ 
munications Rot of 1934 to make unlawful the transmission 
over a telephone system of any recorded message which does 
not identify the subscriber through whose telephone such 
a message is transmitted.

These bills originate in a growing wave of resentment against 
the activities of "Let Freedom Ring,'' an allegedly extreme right wing organi¬ 
zation affiliated with the JohrfTBirch Group. It is reported that in more than 
30 cities in the United States ^-get Freedom Ring" has established telephone 
numbers which anyone can call and trom which he gets a recorded message 
I carrying extreme right wing propaganda against former Presidents Eisenhower 
l and Kennedy, Chief Justice Earl Warren, former U. N. Ambassador Adlai 
‘ Stevenson, the Parent Teachers Association and others. The listener hears 
the message but the message does not state from whom it emanates. The 
Anti-rDefamation League has investigated and criticized these activities. Speeches 
critical of these recordings were made by Senator Javits in the Senate on 9/24/65, 
and 10/22/65, in which the Senator promised legislation on these "faceless" and 
"anonymous" messages. A critical speech was made in the House by Repre¬ 
sentative Benjamin S. Rosenthal, Democrat of New York, on 10/14/65. 

Neither bill would be detrimental to the activities of this Bureau 
nor would it appear to affect our jurisdiction? The Javits bill, S. 2713, provides 
that the Federal Communications Commission shall lay down regulations 
concerning what the bill would require. 

There is a possibility that the bills would be declared unconsti¬ 
tutional. By 6-3 vote in Talley v. California, 362 U. S. 60 (1960), the Supreme 
Court declared void on its face a Los Angeles Municipal Ordinance making it a 
criminal offense to distribute any handbill in any place and under any circum¬ 
stances unless it had printed on it the names and addresses of the persons who 
, i" prepared, distributed, or sponsored it. This Ordinance, the Court said, violated 
the right of freedom of speech.
